Climate of South America. 


South America, it might be said, has 


no climate at all. Here, in this south- 
ern continent, the same wind from the 
South Pole blows throughout the year, 
fresh and keen, all along the coast; so 
fresh and keen that on the sea or close 
to it the vertical sun of the tropics loses 
all its power even at noon, and the long 
equatorial night has :v chill which renders 
it unsafe as well as uncomfortable to 
sleep in the open air, and unwise and al- 
most impossible to dispense with heavy 
blankets. On the western coast of South 
America the vapors that would be waft- 
ed up to it from the 1'acific are met by 
the perennial breezes which, as I said, 
come up from the Pole, and they are 
driven upward till they reach the sum- 
mit of the mountain wall of the Andes, 
where, condensed by the cold of that 
lofty region, they fall in copious rain, 
drenching- and fertilizing the eastern 
water-shed, passing over the western 
slope and leaving it untouched, arid, 
barren and desolate. For the six winter 
months in the year, what in the West 
Indies is the rainy season is here the 
season of clouds and fogs. "VVe have the 
constant threat of rain, with hardly over 
a drop of it, and the sun, that breaks 
out in pale glimpses towards noon, is 
seen but not felt. This is especially the 
case with Peru, the coast of which, pro- 
jecting westward in all its length from 
Arica to Payta, is more immediately ex- 
posed to the polar wind and more un- 
mercifully searched and blighted by its 
blast. 
That its climate, as a tropical 


one, may be all the better for it, is very 
possible; and, indeed, there is no fault 
to be found with it on the score of hu- 
man health; but it is dull and gloomy 
and doomed to perpetual 
drought. 


There is no moisture or dew in the land, 
and consequently no vegetation, or only 
that which.is fostered by the scanty rills

CYPRUS is afllictcil with a plague of 


dogs, which, it is stated, are even more 
numerous and useless than they are in 
Constantinople.

ous towns and their outskirts, and are 
at the present time a source not only of 
annoyance bu! of danger, for the cattle 
disease which, although diminishing, 
still prevails in the island, is said to be 
propagated from village to village by 
them.0 They scratch up and feast upon 
the buried carcases of the animals that 
have died of tlie, disease or have been 
slaughtered on account of it, and after- 
ward drink at the troughs where the 
cattle are watered. 


A OBNTLiCMAx recently arrived from 


California, where he has been looking 
about among the mining towns, speaks 
of several places whore the snow now 
lie? to a depth of over one hundred feet. 
These places are generally at the heads 
of large canyons. At the head of Fall 
Creek, Xovada County, pines and firs 
over one hundred feet in height are so 
buried in sno«- that only a fen- feet of 
their tops are to be seen.

only to bo seen a white expanse of snow,

coals, and then (if it projects above the 
stove), cover the stick and tlie whole 
opening with a sheet-iron box cover 
which the tinner will make for about 
one dollar and twenty-five cents.

Animals and Plants. 


CERTAIN plants are benefited by ants, 


which are not only inimical to caterpil- 
lars and slugs, or to other kinds of ants, 
which would destroy the foliage of such 
• 


plants, but are even by their numbers, ; 
voracity, and powers of biting and sting- ; 
ing, capable of protecting them from 
large animals, such as cattle, or even 
from man. For this purpose, certain 
plant (e. g., the Bull's Horn acacia and 
some others) maintain standing armies 
of these active insects, being provided 
with special cavities which serve them 
for barracks and with special nutritive 
growths, which supply the rations for 
the army and can be eaten without 
detriment to the plant. Plants of the 
genus Triflaris havo not only their j 
trunks, but their smallest branches and \ 
twigs hollow, serving as the habitations i 
of brown ants, which rush out in nmlli- j 
tudes, if the treo be touched or shaken, 
and bite furiously. Again, the trumpet j 
true (Cccropia pcltuta) has a hollow | 
stem, which is divided into cells by j 
transverse partitions. 
The ants gain | 


access to a cell by making a hole from 
the outside, and then burrow through 
the partitions, thus getting the run of 
the whole stern. Some cells they de- 
vote to the reception of eggs, others to 
grubs, and others to pup:'.1, while, a 
queen ant will inhabit :i cell by herself. 
Lf the 
tree 
be. shaken, tlie ants

out in myriads 
and

about for the molester. 
ISut these 


ants do not 
live 
on any natural 


product of the tree directly, but strange 
to say, they bring into it a herd of in- 
sect cattle .(scale-insects, like the cochi- 
neal insect) which they, as it were, 
milk, while the cattle, safely stabled in 
the cells, live by sucking the juices of 
the tree, which thus not only shelters, 
but also indirectly nourishes, its defen- 
sive army of ants. 
The milk of the 


scale-insects is a certain honey-like 
fluid which they secrete, which exudes 
from them, and which the ants greedily 
devour. This habit of cattle-keeping is 
not peculiar to these tree-inhabiting 
ants, but is practiced by some other 
kinds which keep domesticated aphides 
in their nests. But ants are not only 
provided with free quarters by some 
plants, but also, as before said, with 
rations. In the Bull's Horn acaeia just 
mentioned, the ants are both securely 
housed and also furnished with a bounti- 
ful supply of food, and to secure the at- 
tendance of the garrison at the right 
time and place, this food is so arranged 
and distributed as to effect that object 
with wonderful perfection. The leaves 
are bi-pinnate. At the base of each 
pair of leaflets, on the midrib, is a 
crater-shaped gland, which, when the 
leaves are young, secretes a honey-like 
liquid. Of this the ants are very fond; 
and they are constantly running about 
from one gland to another to sip up tiie 
honey as it is secreted.' But this is not 
all; there is a still more wonderful pro- 
vision of more solid food. 
At the end 


of each of the small divisions of the 
compound leaflet there is, when the leaf 
first unfolds, a little yellow fruit-like 
body united by a point at its base to the 
end of the pinnule. Examined through 
a microscope, this little appendage 
looks like a golden pear. When the 
leaf first unfolds, the little pears are not 
quite ripe, and the auts are continually 
employed going from one to another, 
examining them. 
When an ant linds 


one sufficiently advanced, it bites the 
small point of attachment; then, bend- 
ing down the fruit-like body, it breaks 
it off and bears it away in triumph to 
its nest. All the fruit-like bodies do not 
ripen at once, but successively, so that 
the ants are kept about the young leaf 
for some time after it unfolds. Thus the 
young leaf is always guarded by auts, 
and no caterpillar or larger animal 
could attempt to injure it without being 
attacked by the little warriors. We have 
a still more remarkable plant in the 
Mynnecodia tutierosa, which has a large, 
irregular, tuber-like stem, resembling a 
tvasp's nest, growing on trees, and 
bearing fleshy leaves and small flowers. 
This structure is riddled with galleries 
formed by ants which inhabit it, and 
these excavations not only do not seem 
to injure it, but are said to be necessary 
to enable it to 
flourish. 
Its seed is 


somewhat like that of the mistletoe, and 
germinates on any suitable branch upon 
which it may have fallen. Il then grows 
to a certain extent, but if not perforated 
by the ant, fails (as we hear) to develop 
itself further and dies. 
The beneficial 


action of the ant is by no means yet un- 
derstood.—St. George Micari, i>i Con-

JCST two hundred and sixteen years 


ago the Dutchman, Van Vlaming, cruis- 
inj;' about the Indian Ocean in latitudo 
thirty-seven, degrees (ifty-turo seconds 
south, longitude seventy-seven degrees 
thirty-six seconds east, came upon a 
small volcanic island, four rniies in 
length from north to south, and about 
two miles broad from east to west. From 
the spongy and porous higher parts of 
the island scoriae rivers tlowed eastward 
lo the sea, forming a large natural basin 
or harbor, some thousand feet in width, 
with an opening from the ocean two 
hundred feet wide. Steep hills encom- 
passed the harbor, running down be- 
neath the surface of the safe water to a 
central depth of one hundred and sev- 
onty-foiir feet, and only through the 
comparatively narrow gate could ships 
enter, for all about the gloomy island 
the coast was inaccessible witli boulders 
af treacherous pumice and dangerous 
streams of lava. Close to the entrance 
of this natural port stood sentinel a 
.-ocky pyramid lilled with veins of ob- 
sidian, or volcanic glass, taller than the 
London Monument. This remnant of 
'.ho Titanic age creels itself midway 
oetween Madagascar and Australia, and 
tr, now called Cro/.et Island. 
It has 


been a place of refuge on several oeca- 
lions for shiowreckodsailors. 


AT a recent meeting of the Buffalo 


(N. Y.) Microscopical Club, Dr. Lueien 
Howe presented the subject of the un- 
dulations of light and their perceptions 
by the eye. 
Brief mention was made 


of the different theories, accounting for 
the phenomena of optics previous to the 
present century. The dilliculties of this 
subject were first solved by Thomas 
Young, who satisfactorily explained the 
nndulatory theory of light. He showed 


liat what we call light is an impression 
roduced upon the retina by the wave- 
ke motion of the particles of matter, 
iiibscquently the lengths of these waves 
i'ere measured. 
It would take 30,918 


vaves of red light, or G4,0:il waves of 
iolct light, placed end to end, to make 
n inch. From the speed of light, which 
las been measured, it is proved that at 
east four hundred and fifty-one millions 
)f millions of these minute waves flow 
nto the eye and dash against the retina, 
n each second. 
Dr. Howe proceeded 


with a minute description of the inicro- 
copieal anatomy of the eye, more par- 
icularly relating to the " layer of rods 
and cones." 
These wore stated as bo- 


ng in reality the terminal filaments of 
he optic nerve. These are shaken or 
icled on by the waves of light, and it is 
especially these with which wo see.

A BOSTON merchant, ia "lending a 


hand" on board of one of his ships on a 
windy day, found himself at the end ol 
an hour and a half pretty well exhausted 
and perspiring freely. 
lie sat down to 
rest. The cool wind from the sea was 
delightful, and, engaging in conversa- 
tion, time passed faster than ho was 
aware of. 
In atteiBptino; to rise, he 


found he was unable to do so without 
assistance. He was taken home and nut 
to bed, where he remained two years; 
and for a long time afterwards could 
only hobble, about with the aid of a 
crutch. Less exposures than this have, 
in constitutions not so vigorous, resulted 
in inflammation of the lungs, "pneumo- 
nia," ending in death in less than a 
week, or causing tedious rheumatisms, 
to be a source of torture for a lifetime 
Multitudes of lives would be saved every 
year, and an incalculable amount of hu- 
man suffering would be prevented, if 
parents wotila begin to explain to their 
children, at the age of three or four 
years, the danger which attends cooling 
off too quickly after exercise, or work, 
or play, or of remaining exposed to a 
wind, or of sitting at open window or 
door, or of pulling off any garment.even 
the hat or bonnet, while- in a heat. It 
should be remembered by all, that a 
cold never comes without a cause, and 
that in four times out of five, it is the re- 
sult of leaving off exercise too suddenly 
or of remaining still in the wind, or in a 
cooler atmosphere than that in which 
the exercise has been taken. The colder 
the weather the more need is there, in 
coming into the house, to keep on al 
the clothing, except India-rubber OL 
damp shoes, for several minutes after- 
wards.

higher than sixty-live degrees when the 
thermometer is within twenty degrees 
of zero, while the temperature of the 
body is always at ninety-eight, in health 
so that if a man comes into a room whiel 
is thirty degrees colder than, his body 
he will rapidly cool off, too much so of 
ten, if the external clothing is not re 
moved. It is not necessary that the per 
spiration be visible ; any exercise which 
excites the circulation beyond what i 
natural causes a proportional increase o 
perspiration, the sudden checking o 
which induces dangerous diseases an 
certain death every day.—HalVs Jour 
nal of Health.

and are ground up with tho pulp being 
of an oily nature, do not take the dye,

he paper neutralizes tho effects of nico"- 
ine, so that no improvements seems 
possible in the uso of straw in cigar 
naking, except that it may lie to leave 
out the tobacco altogether.

1TORDS FItUlX THE M'AH. 


The Chilian Fleet Firing Upon the 


Peruvian 
Khnrr—Kxc.il ItiE 
Incl- 


dcnJs as Seen by a Pall- of Janes- 


The following letter by Lieutenant 


Frank Bostwick to his father, J. M. 
Bostwiek, will prove of interest not only 
to those who have a personal interest in 
the writer of the letter, but to those who 
have been watching the progress of the 
war of which he speaks: 


U. S. STKAMEH IJACKAWANNA, i 
OFF CALLAO, Psnu, Sept 7, isso. \ 


The shore in the neighborhood of Cal- 


lao, is well lined with batteries, one con- 
taining twenty-men Rims, firing thou- 
sand-pound projectiles. Directly iu front 
of the city is a mole or breakwater, per- 
haps half a mile Ions, and this is lined 
with heavy gnus mounted behind sand- 
ban butteries; while running parallel 
with it throughout its entire length, and 
distant some two hundred yards, a line of 
spars and se.mvs have been chained to- 
gether ;H a protection against torpedo 
boats. 
Bohind the mole is all the 


Peruvian shipping, including several 
steamers and hulks, two or three tugs and 
torpedo boats, the monitor "Attuhualpa," 
au.l the1 IVruviiin man-of-war "Union." 
Neutral ships are allowed to communi- 
cate with the shore, and our launch goes 
in two or three times a day. The neutral 
ground is to the left of the city looking 
from seaward, and we are anchored some 
four miles out. 


The Chillia.n lleet is about five miles 


from the mole. 
There were only three 


of them on our first arrival, but since 
then they have increased to seven or 
eight. About a week ago the "Argarnos" 
opened fire on the shipping, evidently at- 
tempting to destroy the "Union," She is 
mounted with one breech-loading Arm- 
strong gun, eighteen feet long, liring a 
projectile weighing one hundred and 
eighty pounds, and using a charge of 
ninety 
pounds 
of 
powder. 


Hhu stood oil' at the enormous distance of 
about four and one quarter miles, entire- 
ly out of range oE the shore batteries. 
The accuracy with which she fired was 
wonderful, all her shots striking on or 
near the mole, a few shots going into the 
city. Her object iu standing off HO far, 
was to fire at a great elevation, and drop 
a shot onto the " Union." 


The first afternoon she opened fire, 


some of our officers were walking from 
the cars to the landing, when a shell eune 
into the street and exploded about a hun- 
dred yards ahead of them. One of our 
olHeers was struck by a stone, but was 
not hurt, while an Knglishman, not so 
lucky, was severely injured in the leg. 


The next day there being no indica- 


tions of liring, we thought it safe to go 
ashore. When about three miles from 
the ship, the "Argamos" steamed out to 
her position, and just as we were cross- 
ing the line of lire, a puiT of smoke from 
the Chilian told us a shell was coming. 
We waited in breathless suspense, and 
in about twenty seconds the shell came 
shrieking over our heads, and buried 
itself in the mud without exploding, 
about two hundred yards ahead of us, As 
we reached the landing another shell 
whistled over us. 


Before we. readied the train several 


shots were fired and two shells came into 
the city crashing through the houses, so 
near that the jar of the ground could bo 
felt when they struck. None exploded 
and we were soon on our way to Lima. 
In the afternoon on returning, the firing 
had ceased, but began almost before we 
got on board. 


Tho shore batteries returned the fire 


until they found it useless. Almost every 
day since then the "Argamos" lias occu- 
pied several hours firing at the shipping 
with hardly an answer from tho shore. 
But a day or two ago we were surprised 
to see three Peruvian tugs steaming out 
a little after noon, They were each armed 
with a small gnu mounted on the. bow, 
and one was rigged with torpedoes. They 
came out to ti considerable distance, 
keeping up a continuous fire. The "Ar- 
gamos" ignored them completely, but the 
"Covadonga," a vessel armed with a bat- 
tery of smaller guns, engaged them, and 
drove them back behind the niole in a 
few hours. The last shot tired by the 
"Arganius," 
was 
a 
damaging one. 


It 
was 
a 
plunging 
shot, 


striking tho deck of an iron steamship 
lying at anchor. 
It went through tho 


deck, into the cabin and then out of one
